Defending the police law governing the city of St. Louis 
and the administration of the St. Louis police, at the dinner

Mr. Hawes denied that any act of the board could change the 
ocker of men on the payroll, which is fixed by the law, but 
‘at once refuted his own statement by saying that the law pro- 
vided for the increase of the force by the board in times of 
emergency, but he adds: “Where an emergency is declared by 
the board of police commissioners it is a matter which can be 
determined by a judicial hearing, and a board of police com: 
missioners would be individually responsible did they declare 
such an emergency when'one did not exist.” | 
As ex-president of the police boerd and the originator of the 
1899 amendments, Mr.. Hawes ought to know that the board 
is responsible to no power for the exercise of its discretion in 
providing for emergencies by employing additional police. What 
SAYS the law’ In section 6213 of article X, which provides for 
the employment of the police and empowers the board to in- 
crease the force for emergencies, is this clause: 
“The board alone shall have power to determine whether such 
extraccdinary emergencies requiring additional patrolmen exist 
or not, and their finding in the matter is not subject to review 


by any other power.” 

Absolute power is conferred upon the board by the law to in- 
crease the patrolmen at any and all times without the consent 
of any other power in the state. As a matter of fact the ex- 
penses of the police department since the amendments of 189 
were passed, have increased from $952,000 to $1,633,061. The 
éstimate for this year is $1,990,000, the increase being occasioned 
chiefly for the World’s Fair. In short, the expenses of the police 
department have been doubled within five years by the act of 
the board without the consent, review or auditing of any other 
power. 

Which has misrepresented the law in respect to the board’s 
power to increase the pay roll—Mr. Hawes or the newspaper 
he quotes? 

Referring to the estimates of the board for expenses Mr. 
Hawes said: “They (the police commissioncrs) have no power 
of compulsion for the payment of their estimate other than that 
in the law of 1861.” 

What says the law? Ameridments to the police law pas:ed 
threugh Mr. Hawes’ efforts in 1899, confer upon the board of 
police commissioners absolute power to draw upon the city 
treasury for the department’s expense estimate, determined and 
audited by the\board alone. New section 6220 provides that the 
board having prepared an estimate of expenses for the current 
vear-—‘Shall forthwith certify the same to the board of com- 
mon council or the municipal assembly, as the case may be, of 
said cities, who are hereby required to set apart and appro- 
priate the amount so certified, payable out of the revenues of 
said cities, after having first deducted the amount necessary to 
pay the interest upon the indebtedness of said cities, the amount 
fecessary for the expenses of the city hospital and health de- 
partment, the amount necessary for lighting the city, and the 
sum required by: law to be placed to the credit of the sinking 
. fund of said cities.” 

The following section, also new, provides a penalty of $1000 
for each and every offense, if any officer or servant of the mayor, 
or the common council or municipal assembly shall hinder, 
delay or obstruct the execution or enforcement of any of the 


Provisions of this act. 
om the exceptions named the entire revenues of the city 
are dubject to a sight draft of the police board for police ex- 
penses, estimated by the board alone. Mr. Hawes knows that 
over $100,000 was demanded by the board in its estimate this 
year without specifying what disposition would be made of the 
sum. He knows that President Hornsby of the Council, a 
Democrat, protested against this item, and declared that he 
voted for it solely because he was compelled to do so by tne 
law or pay a fine of $1000. 
Wnder these amendments the board can increase its foree 
at will and draw upon the treasury of the city of St. Louis 
for all the money it wants without responsibility to any other 
power. No executive or administrative officer in the United 
States or in any state, except this St. Louis board, wields such a 
power. No constitutional monarch has such a power over the 
revenues of his kingdom. In this respect the power of the 
i of police commissioners of St. Louis is unique. 
Rut Mr. Hawes’ argument was not only a misrepresentation 
of the law and the powers of the board; it was wide of the 
_mark. It did not answer the charge that the police of St. 

Louis have been used as a political machine. The objection is 
not 0 much to the system created in 1861, but to the abuse of 
the system. The system worked admirably until the adoption 
of the amendments to the law, proposed by Mr. Hawes himself.

Older Than the Records. 


Civilized man occupied the earth at a 
much earlier period than most people imag- 
ine. So far as the question of time is con- 
cerned, it deserves notice that not merely 
geology, but almost every form of inquiry 
into the past throws further back the limits 
usually assigned. 

Egypt, for instance, is continually fur- 
nishing fresh proofs of the antiquity of 
civilization. Prof. Petrie expounded at 
Owens College, Manchester, England, a few 
days ago the results of recent éxplorations 
at Abydos, in upper Egypt, from which 
it appears that the ruins at that one spot 
tell a continuous story that carries us 
back to 5000 B. C. Abydos was the first 
capital of Egypt and remained for 45 cen- 
turies the religious center, the Canterbury 
of the land, and there the Egyptian ex. 
ploration fund has unearthed the remains 
of “ten successive temples, one over the 
other.”” From the age of the first temple 
a group of about 200 objects has been 
found which throws surprising light on the 
civilization of the first dynasty. A. part 
of a large glazed pottery vase of Mena, 
the first King of the first dynasty, about 
1100 B. C., showed “that even. then they 
were making giaze on a considerable scale 
and also iniaying it with a second color. 
The ivory carving was astonishingly fine. 
a figure of a king showing a subtlety and 
power of expression as good as any work 
of later ages."’ 

At about 4000 B. C. an ivory statuette of 
Cheops, the builder of the great pyramids, 
was found, the only known portrait of him 
Making every possible allowance for the 
marvelous rapidity of art development, 
must not many thousands of years have 
rolled over between the pristine dwellers 
in the Nile valley and the men who carved 
Ivory statuettes and manufactured glazed 
work inlaid with second colors? It is a 
long, long march from flint implements to 
the solemn temple ivory statuettes and hu.- 
man portraits.

ND ACCUSER 
DISAPPOINTMENTS 


Tottering Millionaire Platt Complete- 
ly Fails to Sustain Charges and 
Negress Is Not Placed on Stand to 
Tell Names of Other Men. 


WOMAN’S APPEARANCE WAS 
NOT WHAT CROWD EXPECTED 


Magistrate Scores Circuit Attorney's}! 
Office for Permitting Case to Be 
Bronght Without Evidence or Bet- 
ter Witnesses—She Is Discharged. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK. June 11.—Hannah Elias, 
charged with extortion by aged John R. 
Platt, was discharged in criminal proceed- 
ings before Magistrate Ommen. The ex- 
pected scandals were not let loose, as the 
case against the woman utterly collapsed. 
As a climax to one of the most sensa- 
tional scenes ever witnessed In a court, 
Magistrate Ommen, angered by the failure 
of the district attorney to produce the 
slightest evidence damaging to the pris- 
oner, rebuked the prosecuting officials, As- 
sistant District Attorneys Rand, Lord and 
Kernochan. 

“Tl want to say that when I issued a 


warrant in this cage it was on the assur- 
ance that there was ample evidence to 
hold this woman. No such evidence has 
been produced here. The case should nev- 


er have been brought into court.” 

While the great crowd listened in 
amazement, Mr. Rand, chagrined, attempt- 
ed a defense. Pointing to Lyman E. War- 
ren, senior counsel for Complainant Platt 
in the civil suit against Hannah Elias, the 
prosecutor cried, “The district attorney's 
office has done its best to procure the evi- 
dence, but thut man has been unable to 
bring forward a particle of testimony in 
support of his client’s charges.” 

The throngs in the courtroom were 
plainly disappointed. 

The woman they saw was not by any 
means the woman of their imagination. 

That she had ever passed for a Cuban 
or a Spanish woman was inconceivable. 
The woman who stood outside the railing 
gave no evidence of possessing anything of 
beauty or attractiveness. She looked ever 
day of the thirty-nine years she confessed. 

Short and stout, even dumpy, she pos- 
sessed nothing more of a figure than a 
badly made sofa cushion. er clothes 
were cheaply fashioned and her hat was 
of the sort which the ‘“‘puller-in’’ of Divis- 
jon street forces upon his customer. There 
was nothing about her to indicate the pos- 
session of wealth but the rings upon her 
fingers. 


Features Blend of 
Indian and Negro. 


That she was not/ an octoroon or even a 
quadroon was ange med evident yesterday 
when she stood in the light from the large 
windows of the courtroom. She is darker 
than a mulatto, and her features are a 
a e blend of negro and Indian. The 

mae lump face shown in her photo- 
graphs 1s the result of the retoucher’s art, 
and not a truthful bit of work by an hon- 
est camera. 

In her face there is much more of shrewd 
cunning and forceful character than is 
shown in her photographs. The lines are 
strong, the jaw slightly prognathous, the 
lips full, sensuous and cruel. 

t was the typical negroid type, however, 
and that fact could not be lost sight of, 
notwithstanding the outcrop of Indian 
characteristics.. The eyes were by far the 
most striking feature. They were a deep 
brown, brilliant and sparkling when angry. 
In them lurked, during the time occupied 
by the proceedings before Magistrate Om- 
men, a dull, sullen resentment. 

There was not a movement of her face 
the entire time she facer the magigtrate.

Within an nour two men feil at 
the daors of their homes and a boy lay 
dead on the ground. Bill Naves was ac- 
cused of the crime. 

The first person shot on the wild night 
raid was lke Lantz, whose home is in Ma- 
rion County Arkansas. He was called to 
his gate just at dusk and found Bill Naves 
on a gray horse. As Lantz came to the 
gate Naves slow'y turned the horse until 
the muzzle of a shotgun resting across the 


pommel of his saddie was oppusite Lantz’s 
body. There was a sudden report and 
Lantz fell to the ground, badly wounded. 
Naves then put spurs to his horse and 
rode away. 

Lantz sent his son, Frank Lantz, 12 


years old, to the home of his uncle, Samue! 
Hillhouse, a mile distant, just over the 
state line in Baxter County, Arkansas, to 
tell of the shooting. The boy found Hill- 
house and his wife in the barnyard, milk- 
ing. Just as he began telling his story he 
saw a gray horse standing behind a cedar 


tree near by. Thinking it was Naves, all 
ran for the farmhouse. The boy was in 
the rear. Suddenly a shot rang out gnd 
Frank Lantz fell dead at the door of the 
cabin. 

It wasescarcely dark when Jerry Jen- 
kins, living in Ozark County, about two 
miles from the scene of the shooting of the 
Lantz boy, was called to his door. <As 
Jenkins stepped outside some one shot him 
in the Dreast with a load of bird shot.

When the news of these tragedies became 
known Naves was a much-wanted man. He 
fled into Arkansas and hid among the caves 
and hills of North Fork. Finaliy he gave 
himself up t@ the authorities of, Baxter 
County. For a year he was in the Baxter 
County jail at Mountain Home, awaiting 
trial for killing the kantz boy. His triai 
was a memorable one and he was acyuitted 
because no tangible evidence could be pro- 
duced to convict him of first degree murde:. 

Then came the Merion County authorities 
who wanted Naves for shooting Ike Lantz. 
father of the murdered hoy. Naves was 
taken to Yellville, but his wealthy relatives 
secured his release on bond. Upon his re- 
turn to Ozark County Naves was arrested 
by the authorities there for the shooting 
of Jerry Jenkins. Again his relatives came 
to the rescue with their wealth and in- 
fluence. 
Public sentiment in Ozark County was 
against Naves. His attorneys took the case 
to Howell County on a change of venue. 
When it came up for trial here in January 
more than 100 witnesses were in attend- 
ance. All had made the journey of 60 miles 
in covered wagons, many bringing their 
cooking utensils and victuals. prepared to 
camp for a week or longer. The t&ial was 
the greatest known in the history of south- 
ern Missouri. Naves was found guilty of 
felonious assault and sentenced to four 
the penitentiary. An appeal was 


the appeal Naves was released on_ bond, 
He returned to his Ozark County home. 
When the Arkansas case against -Naves 
was called at Yellville he did not appear 
for trial. His bond was declared forfeited. 
Then the Arkansas authorities secured 
from Gov. Dockery a requisition and start- 
ed after Naves. The fear of facing a jury 
of Marion County mountaineers caused 
Naves to conclude that four vears in the 
Missouri penitentiary was preferable to a 
term on the Arkans@s convict farm or in a 
coal mine.
